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GW PROFESSOR OF PSYCHOLOGY BERNARD I. LEVY DIES 


WASHINGTON, D.C.— Dr. Bernard I. Levy, George Washington 
University professor of psychology and director of the university's 
program in art therapy, died at his summer home in Vermont on 
Saturday, August 18, 1984. He was 60. He was a resident of 
Broad Branch Road,N.W. 

Professor Levy was born April 3, 1924, in New York City. During 
World War II he served in the United States Army in the Pacific, 
seeing duty on Okinawa and Leyte where he was wounded. He was 
awarded the Purple Heart. He attended New York University, 
where he received a B.A. with a major in psychology in 1948, and- 
did graduate work at Princeton University. He received his 
Ph.D. from the University of Rochester in 1952. From that year 
until 1955, he was research psychologist (social) at an Air 
Force Personnel Training and Research Center in Texas and from 
1955 to 1956 held the same position at an Air Force Training 
and Research Center in Massachusetts. From 1956 to 1963, he 
was chief psychologist at D.C. General Hospital and at the same 
time was associated with Georgetown University Medical Center 
as assistant professor of psychology in psychiatry. 
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Dr. Levy came to The George Washington University in 1963 
as professor of psychology and as director of graduate training 
in clinical psychology. He served as acting chairman of the 
Department of Psychology in the fall semester of the 1966-67 
academic year and as chairman of the department from 1967 to 
1971.
